BCBC warning 
about future of 
sports pitches, 
clubhouses and 
playgrounds 


THE future of 
play areas, park¬ 
land and outdoor 
sports facilities in 
Bridgend is being 
discussed as 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) launches 
one of its biggest 


public consulta¬ 
tions to date. 

The consultation, 
which ends in July, is 
part of ongoing reviews 
by the council into play 
areas, grass cutting and 
the use of sports fields 
and pavilions. 

Council bosses say 
that with the local 
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authority facing cuts of 
£36.4m over the next 
four years, it can no 
longer provide the same 
level of services. 

It is asking for more 
rugby, football and 
cricket clubs to come 
forward to discuss the 
possibility of taking 
over the running of the 
outdoor pitches and 
pavilions they use. 

BCBC has previously 
warned that if local 
sports groups don’t 
come forward to take 
on facilities and are 
unwilling to pay up to 
five times more than 
they do currently, it will 
have little option but to 
close facilities.

Council assess 
responses to 
education 
consultation 


A POTENTIAL 
shake-up of post- 
16 education in 
Bridgend county 
borough will involve 
the retention of 
school-based sixth 
forms in some form. 

An extensive public 
consultation over six 
possible concepts for the 
future of post-16 educa¬ 
tion has concluded, with 
local residents making it 
clear that they are against 
any options which would 
include the closure of 
school sixth forms and 
the development of a 
county-wide sixth form 
centre. 

Instead, teachers, 
parents and governors 
who took part in the 
three-month consultation 
carried out by Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) indicated that 
their number one pref¬ 
erence would be to keep 
the current school sixth 
form system. 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: “But, accepting that 
the current system isn’t 
without its limitations, 
respondents said that 
they would welcome 
improvements to help to 
make the provision more 
efficient and effective. 

“The next most popu¬ 
lar concepts in the con¬ 
sultation involved sixth 
forms being retained, 
but for there to be some 
mergers to create one 
or more new sixth form 
centres that could be gov¬ 
erned by either the local 
authority or by a further 
education college.” 

There are currently 
sixth forms at every 
secondary school in 
Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough, varying in size 
from 76 to 347 pupils. 

After considering a 
report on the consultation 
results this week, cab¬ 
inet members from the 
council have agreed to 
discard the least popular 
concepts and carry out 
a further analysis of the 


options which were most 
supported by respond¬ 
ents. Those options are: 

Option A: The reten¬ 
tion of sixth forms in all 
secondary schools. 

Option B: A mixed 
model with some school- 
based sixth forms and 
one, or more, sixth form 
centres. 

Fifty-nine per cent of 
the 322 online surveys 
that were completed dur¬ 
ing the consultation came 
from parents, while the 
workshop sessions held 
in each secondary school 
gathered the views of 
more than 2,000 students. 

Cllr Charles Smith, 
cabinet member for edu¬ 
cation and regeneration, 
said: “I’d like to thank 
everyone who filled in 
the online survey, took 
part in workshops or 
attended public meetings 
to discuss this important 
topic. 

“Funding for sixth 
form education is 
provided by Welsh 
Government as a single 
post-16 grant allocation 
each year. Unfortunately, 
due to national auster¬ 
ity this funding pot is 
gradually dwindling, so 
it’s imperative to use 
our limited resources as 
boldly, efficiently and 
creatively as possible. 

“Interestingly, 
although most respond¬ 
ents in the consultation 
were in favour of retain¬ 
ing and refining the cur¬ 
rent sixth form system, 
two of the most popular 
ambitions for post-16 


education were to have a 
greater breadth of subject 
choice and equality of 
resourcing across all sub¬ 
jects. Both of these out¬ 
comes would be better 
delivered by alternative 
sixth form models due 
to the potential for pro¬ 
viding some economies 
of scale. 

“So, in the next phase 
of our review we’ll be 
exploring the various 
permutations that the 
most popular concepts 
offer before making 
further recommendations 
which will then be the 
subject of another public 
consultation.” 

Cllr Smith added: 
“Whichever model is 
eventually chosen, the 
use of ‘blended learning’ 
which includes a mix 
of online learning and 
traditional classroom 
methods is likely to be 
expanded, as there were 
many positive responses 
to this suggestion in the 
consultation. 

“In the 21st century a 
‘sixth form centre’ can 
be a physical space, but 
it can also be a virtual 
space. I think Bridgend 
county borough will con¬ 
tinue its long tradition 
of providing sixth forms, 
but will provide them 
differently. Our schools 
will be working highly 
collaboratively in part¬ 
nership with each other 
and with other post 16 
providers.”

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Porthcawl Fire Station is 
safe after fire chiefs fail 
to find alternative site 


LONG-TERM plans to 
merge two fire stations in 
Bridgend county now look 
unlikely to take place. 

The South Wales Fire and 
Rescue Authority had been 
planning to merge Porthcawl and 
Kenfig Hill fire and rescue stations 
and build a new station in the 
South Comelly area, with crews 
relocating to the new site. 

The fire service had hoped to 
pay for the new station by selling 
its “prime waterfront land” cur¬ 
rently occupied by the Porthcawl 
station, as well selling Kenfig Hill 
station. 

But in a report which goes 
before a fire authority meeting 


on Monday, April 29, officers say 
they have been unable to find a 
suitable site in and around South 
Comelly, despite looking since 
2015. 

The report states: “Although 
one site was identified, there was 
considerable competition from the 
residential sector. 

“To date, no suitable site has 
been identified and there are 
limited opportunities in the area. 
However, the service will investi¬ 
gate the possibility of any suitable 
sites they are made aware of in 
the future.” 

Fire officers are now keen to 
explore the possibility of a com¬ 
bined emergency service station 
involving South Wales Police and 


the Welsh Ambulance Service 
Tmst in the Porthcawl area, poten¬ 
tially on the town’s existing fire 
station site. 

In Porthcawl, the ambulance 
station is already next to the fire 
station in Eastern Promenade. 

On Monday, fire authority 
members will be asked to agree 
that the merger of Porthcawl and 
Kenfig Hill stations is no longer a 
current priority, and approve rec¬ 
ommendations which would allow 
officers to look at the potential for 
a combined site with the police 
and ambulance service.

porary Post Office 
closures across his 
constituency. 

Speaking during a 
debate in Westminster 
Hall, Mr Elmore high¬ 
lighted the temporary 
closures affecting 
communities in Ogmore 
Vale, Aberkenfig and 
Bettws and asked UK 
Government ministers to 
put pressure on the Post 
Office to act. 

Some of these 
‘temporary’ closures 
are nearing a year, with 
many local residents 
having to travel longer 
distances to access 
services. 

The MP said: “For far 
too long, local residents 
have had to suffer with a 


very limited Post Office 
services in some areas 
of the constituency. 

The rising number of 
high street bank closures 
mean that people 
increasingly have to 
rely on post offices and 
we need real action to 
give residents their vital 
services back. 

“I’ve been working 
closely with the Post 
Office to resolve these 
issues, but it’s high 
time we saw some real 
momentum on this 
issue.” 

Mr Elmore’s Ogmore 
constituency now only 
has one bank branch 
for the whole of his 
58,000 constituents. He 
will continue to work 
closely with Post Office 
officials to resolve the 
closures as soon as 
possible.

£175K Griffin Park toilet plan

PORTHCAWL 
Town Council has 
announced that it 
will go ahead with 
the development of 
brand new toilet 
facilities at Griffin 
Park - a con¬ 
struction project 
currently priced at 
around £175,000. 

A town council 
spokeswoman said: 
“Over the last two 
years, the town council 
has made extensive 
moves towards ascer¬ 
taining the ownership 
of Griffin Park toilets 
through the Community 
Asset Transfer (CAT) 
programme, run by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC). 

“During this period 
the town council has 
explored options to 
improve facilities at 
the site. It was agreed 
in April’s full council 
meeting to proceed 
with new public 
conveniences. 

“The toilets are a 
well-established facility 
within the town which 
are frequently used by 
residents and visitors. 
Recently, Porthcawl 
Town Council 

re-opened them to the 
public in conjunction 
with the toilets in John 


Street, through the use 
of a contractor to oper¬ 
ate the facility on a day 
to day basis. 

“It is envisaged that 
a new building will 
improve the facilities 
that are available to 
the public and pro¬ 
vide an economically 
sustainable way to 
provide for long term 
conveniences.” 

Porthcawl Mayor 
Cllr Norah Clarke 
commented: “Porthcawl 
Town Council is very 
keen to improve public 
conveniences within the 
town. 


“The development of 
new toilets at Griffin 
Park will help to ensure 
that residents and vis¬ 
itors are able to access 
first class facilities”. 

The GEM spoke to 
Cllr Mike Clarke about 
the prospective cost of 


the new toilets, and how 
it will be funded. He 
said that as the council 
had been in discussion 
over the future of the 
toilets with BCBC for 
several years, provi¬ 
sion had been made 
when setting the town 
council precept for this 
eventuality. 

He said: “The budget 
is in the region of 
£175,000, and we will 
get a CAT grant from 
BCBC for £35,000. 
Over the last few years, 
we have put money 
aside for this. 

“We don’t believe 
there will any need to 
borrow money for this 
project.” 

Work is expected 
to start in October this 
year, and be completed 
in time for next year’s 
tourist season.

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A 14-year-old cat, 
abandoned outside 
an adoption centre 
in Bridgend, has 
been transformed 
by the centre’s 
care but now needs 
a home to call his 
own. 

Tinker was found 
scared, confused and 
almost blind outside Cats 
Protection’s Bridgend 
Adoption Centre with 
Alley, another cat around 
the same age. Both were 
very frightened, Tinker 
especially so and he 
would hiss and hide 
away, most likely from 
the pain of an untreated 
eye injury. 

An extensive but 
unsuccessful search to 
contact the duo’s orig¬ 
inal owner meant both 
needed to be rehomed 
and after treatment for 
skin problems, Alley has 
happily settled into his 
new life. 

However, Tinker 
needed surgery to remove 
his eye and a programme 
of gentle affection and 
desensitization to enable 
him to trust once more. 

Now six-weeks after 
being left at the centre, 
the charity’s Cat Care 
Assistants have rebuilt 
Tinker’s confidence 
through cat-led interac¬ 
tions, gentle play and 
grooming. He has also 
fully recovered from his

eye surgery and is ready 
to settle into a loving 
home. 

Using their knowledge 
of Ti nk er’s time in care, 
the centre’s staff think 
a quiet home would suit 
him best where he can 
continue to thrive and 
feel loved and valued. He 
is likely to be able to live 
with older, calm children 
after a successful intro¬ 
duction at the centre. He 
would also benefit from 
a safe garden where he 
can explore and relax in 
patches of sunshine. 

Cat care assistant 
Laura Haste has built a 
strong bond with Tinker. 
She said: “It’s been a 
real honour to get to 
know Tinker and watch 
as he has transformed 
from a scared, poorly, 
abandoned older cat into 
a confident, life-lov¬ 
ing, cuddly, purring 
companion. 

“He is now able to put 
his best paw forward and 


enjoy playtime with con¬ 
fidence; despite all that 
he’s been through, he’s 
now ready to love and 
be loved in a new home. 
We know there is the 
perfect person or family 
out there waiting for him 
and we can’t wait to hear 
from them.

Air quality around schools in

A PROJECT monitoring the 
air quality around schools in 
Bridgend is being planned. 

It will take place over the course of 
a year, and examine and record levels 
of nitrogen dioxide. 

Monitoring equipment will be 
installed at Pencoed Comprehensive, 
Penybont Primary, Bridgend College, 
Oldcastle Primary, Cwmfelin Primary, 
Newton Primary and Bryncethin 
Primary. 

Speaking at a full council meet¬ 
ing on April 17, cabinet member for 
wellbeing and future generations Cllr 
Dhanisha Patel said: “Discussions 
are underway between the council, 
Shared Regulatory Service and Natural 


Resources Wales on a project that will 
monitor air quality in the vicinity of 
local schools. 

“Information will be analysed and 
used to support efforts to change the 
ways in which children get to and from 
school, and to raise greater awareness 
about air quality concerns. 

“The collected data will be included 
in the council’s local air quality man¬ 
agement progress report for 2020. 

“If levels are found that encroach 
upon or exceed air quality objectives, 
further action may be required to intro¬ 
duce management areas and draw up 
strategic measures that will alleviate 
problems and improve air quality.”

A STROKE sur¬ 
vivor, Phil James 
from Bridgend, has 
shared his experi¬ 
ences after research 
shows that many 
people in Wales 
don’t understand 
the affect a stroke 
can have on a 
person’s ability to 
rebuild their life. 

Phil was just 45 and 
working as a skilled 
engineer when a stroke 
brought life as he knew 
it to an end. After 
returning home having 
felt unwell at work, 
the father of one was 
found passed-out on his 
doorstep and rushed to 
hospital. 

Phil said: “The stroke 
happened in my cerebel¬ 
lum, the part of the brain 
which controls your 
balance. I went home, 
unable to speak or walk 
well and didn’t leave the 
house or do anything 
with friends for years, 
because they couldn’t 
really relate to me. 

“When I did finally go 
out people were always 
looking at me, assuming 
I was drunk because 
of how the stroke has 
affected my balance - 
sometimes they still do. 

“With other illnesses 
it’s often quite clear how 
you can support some¬ 
one. But even if you 
know a stroke survivor 
well, you can’t know 
about all the different 
challenges they face 


This report highlights 
the complexity of stroke 
and raises the desperate 
need amongst people to 
understand the impact of 
stroke in order to better 
support their loved ones. 

“ft doesn’t have to be 
this way. We’re urging 
those people who know 
someone who has had a 
stroke to help turn this 
around. Reach out to 
the Stroke Association 
for help so that we can 
support stroke survivors 
to rebuild their lives.”

because it could be in 
any part of the brain.” 

Phil went on to join 
the Stroke Association’s 
support group in 
Bridgend. “Spending 
time with people who’ve 
also had a stroke has 
helped me rebuild my 
life, because they under¬ 
stand how it can affect 
you. We were playing 
bowls and both me 
and my mate fell over 
because of mobility 
problems - but we could 
laugh about it.” 

The charity published 
its findings to mark the

Carol Bott, director of

Community projects to benefit 
from more than £85k funding 


BRIDGEND County Borough 
Council (BCBC) has given £20,000 
towards the cost of replacing 
the athletics track at Newbridge 
Fields, Bridgend. 

It’s one of six community projects that 
will share a funding pot of over £85,000 
which has been agreed by BCBC cabinet 
members through its ‘Town and Community 
Council Fund’. Under the terms of the grant 
scheme, each of the town and community 
councils involved have to meet at least 50 
per cent of the project costs. 

The application for funding to help 
replace the 300m track, which was orig¬ 
inally laid in 1997, was submitted by 
Bridgend Town Council on behalf of 
Bridgend Athletics Club. The overall cost 
of the new track will be more than £78,000 
and the athletics club has also expressed 
interest in taking over the facility via a 
Community Asset Transfer (CAT) and 


redeveloping the clubhouse. 

Four of the other successful projects that 
have received grant funding also involve 
Community Asset Transfers. 

Following Pencoed Town Council’s 
expression of interest in taking over 
Pencoed Recreation Ground pavilion on 
a long-term lease, and the pitches under a 
three-year management agreement, they 
have been awarded a £20,000 grant towards 
the costs of renovating the pavilion, which 
has been closed since March 2018 follow¬ 
ing storm damage. The funding means it 
can be re-opened for the benefit of sports 
clubs, a playgroup based there and the 
wider community. 

Coity Higher Community Council 
will receive £15,416 towards the cost of 
revamping the play area at Coity Castle and 
£14,999 to refurbish the play area at Pendre 
Fields ahead of a CAT, while Comelly 
Community Council has been awarded 
£10,000 for the refurbishment of the toilets 


at the North Comelly Community Centre. 
A long-term lease is in the process of being 
agreed for the community council to take 
on the running of the centre. 

Additionally, cabinet members have also 
agreed to provide over £5,000 worth of 
funding towards a new tarmac surface for 
Bedford Park car park. 

Cllr Charles Smith, cabinet member for 
education and regeneration, said: “We’re 
pleased to be supporting all six schemes 
proposed to us this year. We have made 
every effort to support applications that 
directly link to the CAT process, in recog¬ 
nition of reducing local authority resources 
and creating options for town and commu¬ 
nity ouncils to deliver alternative services. 

“I believe that each of these schemes will 
benefit all ages within our local communi¬ 
ties. We’re looking forward to seeing each 
of the plans come to life shortly.” 


Consultation on pitches and play areas

At the moment sports 
clubs, individuals and 
other groups hire pavil¬ 
ion buildings, playing 
fields and bowling greens 
from the council. 

BCBC currently pro¬ 
vides 40 football pitches, 
31 mgby pitches, nine 
cricket squares and 17 
bowling greens. The 
council says that it has, 
up until now, provided 
the services on a heavi¬ 
ly-subsidised basis, cov¬ 
ering on average up to 80 
per cent of costs. 

In the public consulta¬ 
tion, residents are being 
asked what they think 
about sports groups or 
town and community 
councils taking on 
responsibility for the 
mnning and self-man¬ 
agement of sports pitches 
and pavilions. 

They are asked to con¬ 
sider whether a phasing 
in of price hikes for using 
the facilities over a num¬ 
ber of years would help 
clubs or groups explore 
the option of taking on 


responsibility for them. 

Another question is 
whether clubs or groups 
who take on facilities 
should be able to build a 
fence around the perime¬ 
ter of the pitch, meaning 
it can only be accessed 
by the club in charge. 

Play areas 

The council provides 
108 children’s play 
areas that contain fixed 
play equipment such as 
swings, slides, round¬ 
abouts and climbing 
frames. While some 
play areas are well used, 
others are not as popu¬ 
lar and regularly suffer 
from vandalism and 
anti-social behaviour. In 
the public consultation, 
residents are being asked 
if the council should 
continually repair equip¬ 
ment that is frequently 
vandalised or focus more 
on improving the more 
popular play areas. 

Grass cutting 

The council manages 
a number of sites and 
green spaces ranging 
from formal parks such 
as Griffin Park and 


Council considers

BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council is planning 
to launch a service 
which will help 
EU nationals with 
the EU Settlement 
Scheme.

“The service is 
designed to speed up the 
application process and 
offer reassurance and 
peace of mind to local 
residents who may be 
affected.” The service 
is likely to be free and 
made available either 
through the council’s 
customer services centre 
or at Bridgend Register 
Office. 

The full council meet¬ 
ing took place on April 
17.

Maesteg Welfare Park to 
open spaces in housing 
areas, grass on highway 
verges, and playing 
fields such as Newbridge 
Fields, Llangynwyd 
Playing Fields and Locks 
Lane. It is now looking 
at reducing the frequency 
of grass cutting to save 
money. 

Two options are being 
considered, with resi¬ 
dents invited to have their 
say. The first proposal 
will reduce grass cutting 
in open spaces and road 
verges from seven to 
five times a year. The 
second proposal involves 
reducing grass cutting in 
parks, playing fields, cer¬ 
tain open spaces, housing 
areas, kick-abouts and 
children’s play areas 
from 16 to 12 times a 
year. 

In some areas, the 
council may stop cutting 
the grass altogether turn¬ 
ing some open space into 
a “more natural habitat”. 

Cllr Richard Young, 
cabinet member for 
communities, said: “This 
consultation is designed 
to inform the ways in 
which we can preserve 
popular community facil¬ 
ities for future genera¬ 
tions. National austerity 
is ongoing, and we have 


been as clear as possible 
with residents about the 
financial situation facing 
this and every other 
council. 

“It is not enough 
to say something is 
popular or well-used 
anymore - the reality of 
the situation is that we 
simply cannot continue 
to subsidise sport pitches 
and pavilions to such a 
level and also afford the 
investment required to 
ensure that facilities con¬ 
tinue to meet necessary 
standards. 

“We need to work 
together to find an 
alternative way of pre¬ 
serving these valuable 
community facilities, or 
risk losing them. If we 
do not do this, we will 
be forced into a position 
where facilities will need 
to close. We are open 
to new and innovative 
ways of delivering essen¬ 
tial services and hope to 
work in closer partner¬ 
ship with local sports 
clubs and organisations. 

“We want to be armed 
with all of the facts 
and have a complete 
picture before taking 
the tough decisions 
that lie ahead. During 
last year’s Shaping 
Bridgend’s Future 


budget consultation, 
60 per cent of survey 
respondents said that 
they would support an 
increase in charges for 
sports pitches and pavil¬ 
ions if it helped to protect 
other essential frontline 
council services. 

“We now want to dig 
a bit deeper into this to 
discover the impact that 
an increase in hire costs 
would have on local 
sports and physical activ¬ 
ity. Are there more clubs 
out there who would be 
willing to consider com¬ 
munity asset transfers 
to take on the running 
of facilities on either a 
short-term management 
agreement or a longer- 
term lease? We are ask¬ 
ing sports clubs and all 
users of these facilities 
to complete the consulta¬ 
tion, and to have their say 
on these matters.” 

The consultation is 
open until July 10 and 
can be completed online 
at bridgend.gov.uk/con- 
sultation.

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Cosmology Corner 
by Norman Lloyd 

- How Einstein 
was right about 
black holes 


IN the last 
Cosmology Corner 
I focused on the 
search for exoplan¬ 
ets which have the 
potential for sup¬ 
porting life - and 
the Great Silence: 
the lack, so far, of 
any evidence. 

Reading that, a pal 
of mine texted me 
suggesting that ET is not 
likely to visit us until 
Brexit has been resolved, 
so probably not in the 
present millennium. 

It is, indeed, tempting 
to think that our efforts 
over the last three years 
to finalise Brexit have 
disappeared into a black 
hole, and that historic 
photograph taken by 
the Event Horizon 
Telescope (EHT), dra¬ 
matically shown on our 
TV screens on April 10, 
can hardly fail to draw 
attention to a subject 
which I have avoided 
until now. 

So, what exactly is 
a black hole? Well, 

104 years ago in 
1915, Albert Einstein 
published his Theory 
of General Relativity 
in which he described 
gravity as exerting its 
influence through warps 
and curves in the fabric 
of space-time. 

How else, for 
example, does the planet 
Earth know the Sun is 
where it is and orbit 
around it? Einstein’s 
equations demonstrated 
that if a small spherical 
object was crushed into 
a small enough space, 
the gravitational pull 
would be so great that 
nothing could escape it, 
including light. 

Black holes, then, are 
a consequent prediction 
of Einstein’s general 
relativity and this new 
image has proven him, 
once again, to be correct. 

Black holes are 
created when supergiant 
stars run out of fuel 
and collapse. When this 
happens, gravity pulls 
the centre of the star 
inwards and crushes it 
into a one-dimensional 
point which contains an 
incredibly large mass 
in an infinitely small 
space. This is known as 
a singularity, at which 
the gravitational pull 
is infinitely strong. 
Surrounding a singular¬ 
ity is a spherical region 
of space from which 
no matter, radiation or 
light can escape. The 
boundary of this region 
is called the event 
horizon. Its diameter is 
dependent on the amount 
of mass contained within 
the singularity. 

Consider the 
example of a waterfall. 


A singularity can be 
thought of as the surface 
of the pool at its foot. 
High above, a fish 
approaching the edge of 
the waterfall will pass 
a point at which the 
flow of water becomes 
so great that it finds 
itself unable to escape 
by turning around 
and swimming back 
upstream. That point is 
the event horizon for 
the fish. 

It has long been 
known that the majority 
of galaxies have a black 
hole at their centre. In 
our own Milky Way 
galaxy, stars near the 
centre can actually be 
seen to be moving in cir¬ 
cular orbits at enormous 
velocities. The only 
possible explanation for 
this is that there is a very 
big mass there. 

It has been calculated 
that the size of this 
singularity is equivalent 
to 4.5 million times the 
mass of our Sun. Its 
event horizon, beyond 
which no light can 
escape, measures 37 mil¬ 
lion miles - a distance 
somewhat less than half 
of that from the Earth to 
the Sun. 

Incredible? Yes, but 
this pales into insignif¬ 
icance compared to the 
gargantuan 6.5 billion 
solar masses of the 
recently photographed 
black hole at the centre 
of the galaxy M87 which 
is 55 million light years 
away from Earth. The 
diameter of its event 
horizon is an incredible 
25 billion miles. That’s 
larger than the orbit of 
Neptune! 

When a black hole 
feeds, the matter which 
approaches its event 
horizon accelerates and 
forms an orbiting disc. 
The temperature of the 
material rises due to 
friction as it rubs against 
adjacent particles. 

As it nears the event 
horizon, its velocity 
increases close to the 
speed of light and 
the ever increasing 
friction causes it to glow 
brilliantly bright. It is 
this light in M87 that the 
EHT detected, perfectly 
outlining the silhouette 
of the central black hole. 

The team’s next 
target is to photograph 
Sagittarius A* (pro¬ 
nounced ‘Sagittarius A 
Star’), the black hole 
situated at the centre of 
our own galaxy. This 
poses special problems 
due to its much smaller 
size, but with a plan to 
add more telescopes 
to the EHT’s array, 
scientists are confident 
that the challenge will 
soon be met.

about 1,200 miles with 
an expected walk total¬ 
ling over 4,000 miles. 

While some people 
travel to different 
parts of the world for 
adventure, Beth decided 
that this country was 
beautiful and the walk 
provided not only a 
challenge for her, but an 
opportunity to visit all of 
our coastline. 

Beth said: “I have 
seen many fabulous 
views so far and the 
many strangers that I 
have met on the walk 
have been so kind and 
generous to me. To help, 
people have offered me 
overnight accommoda¬ 
tion which I value, and 
this support allows my 
journey to be that much 
more interesting too.”

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Avengers: Endgame - ‘It’s an 
emotional and powerful 


triumph’ says our film reviewer 


S O it finally 
comes down to 
this. 

After 11 years, 21 
films and nearly 45 
hours, we’ve finally 
reached the endgame, 
or, more accurately, 
Avengers: Endgame. 

It’s the film that 
is the culmination of 
the Marvel Cinematic 
Universe so far and, 
quite possibly, the most 
eagerly-anticipated film 
ever, and it’s finally 
reached cinema screens. 

Picking up from the 
end of Avengers: Infinity 
War (which saw many 
of our heroes turn to 
dust after Thanos’ dream 
of bringing balance to 
the universe came to 
fruition), we find our 
surviving heroes tom 
asunder: the likes of 
Captain America (Chris 
Evans), Black Widow 
(Scarlett Johansson) and 
Bmce Banner (Mark 
Ruffalo) are trying to 
find a way to reverse the 
actions of Thanos (Josh 
Brolin), while Iron Man 
(Robert Downey Jr) and 
Nebula (Karen Gillan) 
are stranded in space 
after being defeated by 
Thanos on his home 


planet of Titan. 

However, hope comes 
in the form of Captain 
Marvel (Brie Larson), 
whose immense power 
may prove to be useful, 
and Ant-Man (Paul 
Rudd), whose knowl¬ 
edge of the Quantum 
Realm may be just what 
the heroes need to save 
the day... 

While Screen Talk is 
never a column to spoil 
films, should you be 
invested in the events of 
Avengers: Endgame you 
may well be best served 
to leave the reading 
of this review until 
afterwards - not because 
it will lay out in intricate 
detail the events of the 
film, rather that this is 
a film that should be 
watched as innocently as 
possible. 

Still here? Then 
you’ll probably realise 
it will be exceedingly 
difficult to rhapsodise 
about this film in 500 or 
so words, but here goes 
- Avengers: Endgame 
is a tour de force of film- 
making, a skyscraping 
achievement in its own 
right without taking into 
account the need to wrap 
up the past 11 years of 


films that have led up to 
this point. 

If Infinity War was 
the action-packed 
spectacle, at least two- 
thirds of Endgame is 
more contemplative and 
thoughtful. The impact 
of 50 per cent of the 
universe having been 
wiped out by Thanos’ 
snap isn’t something that 
can be dealt with quickly 
or lightly. 

It’s a bold move 
by directors Joe and 
Anthony Russo - after 
all the typical block¬ 
buster maxim is always 
to go bigger, go more 
epic; and while the finale 
is most certainly that, 
the grandest climax yet 
to a Marvel film full of 
emotion and spectacle, 
what goes before is far 
more considered. 

There are lovely, 
tender moments where 
we explore characters 
and the way the snap 
affected them, moments 
of quiet reflection that 
you so rarely find in 
films of the scale (and 
indeed films where there 
is so much narrative to 
pull together). 

Yet the Russos are 
not shy in delivering in

spectacle, and when it 
comes, it is with largesse 
and scope that is incred¬ 
ible, yet never loses the 
personal stakes that have 
driven the story forward. 

Given its three-hour 
run time there is no 
sag, no moments where 
the pace slackens; 
everything is here for a 
reason, and the Russos 
(and screenwriters 
Christopher Markus and 
Stephen McFeely) have 
created something that 
doesn’t lack for urgency 
or pace. 

There are also some 


incredible smarts on 
show here, delivering 
what for the majority 
will be fan-service, yet 
while fans will certainly 
be satisfied, it’s never at 
the expense of delivering 
a cohesive and engaging 
plot. 

Given that the cast 
list is the size of a 
small eastern European 
country, it’s difficult and 
reductive to celebrate the 
individual rather than 
the group. However, in 
a uniformly excellent 
group of performances 
Robert Downey Jr, 

Karen Gillan, Chris 
Evans and Chris 
Hemsworth, Scarlett 
Johansson and Jeremy 
Renner all deserve 
credit, their characters 
all key to plot devel¬ 
opments that see them 
pushed to the forefront. 

Of course Marvel 
films will continue - the 
cynical will say there’s 
plenty more money to be 
made, fans will say that 
the success of the newer 
characters introduced 
to the universe makes 
the MCU as vital as 
ever - but the next iter¬ 
ation will have massive 
shoes to fill. Avengers: 


Endgame wraps up this 
phase with such incredi¬ 
bly deft aplomb that not 
only does it lay claim to 
being Marvel’s greatest 
achievement yet, but 
within the comic book 
genre it could perhaps 
stand as the finest film 
yet. 

VERDICT: A film 
that wraps up 11 years 
and 22 films’ worth of 
story (not discounting 
following up the huge 
success of Infinity War), 
Avengers: Endgame is 
an emotional, powerful 
triumph, one that 
concludes this phase of 
Marvel films unbeliev¬ 
ably well. Everything is 
pitch perfect, from the 
direction of the Russo 
brothers, to the script by 
Christopher Markus and 
Stephen McFeely, and 
to the performances by 
an exemplary cast, this 
is a peak of storytelling 
and cultural impact that 
Marvel may never reach 
again - but you wouldn’t 
bet against them. 
Essential viewing.

Statistics reveal details 
of scramble for places at 
Vale primary schools 


CHILDREN have been 
refused places at almost 
a third of Vale primary 
schools because they’re 
oversubscribed for the 
next academic year. 

A total of 11 of the Vale’s 36 
community and voluntary-con- 
trolled primary schools had to 
turn away applications because 
demand for places exceeded 
supply. 

Gwenfo Church in Wales 
Primary was the most oversub¬ 
scribed in the county with 25 
refusals, followed by Cogan 
Primary, which had to turn away 
21 children. 

Oversubscribed primary 
schools in the Vale had to refuse 
115 applications in total - but 
those who missed out have been 
offered some of the 233 vacant 
places that are still available at 
other schools. 

The council says 66 of the 
applications refused were for 
children who live outside the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 

A total of 30 children in the 
Vale are currently without a 
school offer as they didn’t get 
any of the places they applied 
for. The council says this was 


“mainly as a result of submitting 
only one school preference for an 
out of catchment school”. 

Out of the 1,360 applications 
for community primary and 
voluntary controlled schools, 91 
per cent - 1,237 - got their first 
choice. 

The 11 oversubscribed pri¬ 
mary schools in the Vale were: 

1. Gwenfo C/W Primary - 
places offered: 30 - refused: 25. 

The last allocated place was 
to someone living 1.758 miles 
away from the school. 

2. Cogan Primary - places 
offered: 30 - refused: 21. 

The last allocated place was 
to someone living 0.641 miles 
away. 

3. St Nicholas C/W Primary - 
places offered: 18-refused: 17. 

The last allocated place was to 
someone living 2.61 miles away. 

4. Victoria Primary - places 
offered: 60-refused: 10. 

The last allocated place was 
to someone living 0.555 miles 
away. 

5. Barry Island Primary - 
places offered: 30 - refused: 9. 

The last allocated place was 
to someone living 0.464 miles 
away. 


6. Llandough Primary - places 
offered: 30 - refused: 9. 

The last allocated place was 
to someone living 0.868 miles 
away. 

7. St Athan Primary - places 
offered: 30 - refused: 7. 

There are no figures for last 
qualifying distance as pupils 
weren’t refused due to proximity. 

8. Albert Primary - places 
offered: 55 - refused: 6. 

The last allocated place was 
to someone living 1.849 miles 
away. 

9. Ysgol Gymraeg Bro 
Morgannwg - places offered: 

30 - refused: 5. 

The last allocated place was 
to someone living 1.909 miles 
away. 

10. Llangan Primary - places 
offered: 15 - refused: 4. 

There are no figures for last 
qualifying distance as pupils 
weren’t refused due to proximity. 

11. Cadoxton Primary - places 
offered: 60 - refused: 2. 

The last allocated place was 
to someone living 1.059 miles 
away.

ROGER Lewis 
has announced his 
plan to step down 
as chairman of 
Cardiff Airport on 
October 31, after 
four years in the 
post. 

Mr Lewis will 
take up a new Welsh 
Government role as 
president of Amgueddfa 
Cymru - National 
Museum Wales - a 
family of seven muse¬ 
ums located throughout 
Wales. 

An airport spokes¬ 
woman said: “Over the 
last four years, Cardiff 
Airport has seen steady 
passenger growth, wel¬ 
comed new airlines and 
more routes and cele¬ 
brated some significant 
developments in terms 
of delivering a sustaina¬ 
ble airport business. 

“Cardiff Airport 
ended the 2018/19 finan¬ 
cial year at 1.588 million 
passengers. Passenger 
growth has now reached 
60 per cent overall since 
the airport came under 
public ownership in 
2013. 

“The airport posted its 
first positive EBITDA in 
2018 (earnings before 
interest, tax, deprecia¬ 
tion and amortization) 
which is a measure of 


a company’s operating 
performance. This is 
the first time a positive 
result has been posted 
in eight years, improv¬ 
ing the year on year 
result by £897,000. A 
significant milestone for 
the airport’s long term 
sustainability. 

“On April 1, St Athan 
Aerodrome began a 
10-year contractual joint

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X2 Cymru 
Clipper to go 
via Cardiff Bay 
from May 12 


BUS operator First 
Cymru has decided 
it will change 
the Cardiff leg 
of the X2 Cymru 
Clipper service 
which operates 
between Porthcawl, 
Bridgend, 
Cowbridge and 
Cardiff. 

Starting on Sunday, 
May 12 after the 
Culverhouse Cross stop 
(adjacent to the Tesco 
Extra supermarket), the 
service will travel via 
the A4232 to Cardiff 
Bay and then follow the 
A470 (Lloyd George 
Avenue) towards the 
city centre, where it will 
terminate at Penarth 
Road outside Cardiff 
Central railway station. 

First Cymru said that 
the route change will 
improve punctuality 
during peak times and 
shave approximately 
six to eight minutes off 
journeys while creating 
new travel opportunities 
for people wanting to 
travel to Cardiff Bay 
for work or leisure. 

The company took 
the decision after ana¬ 
lysing feedback it col¬ 
lected from customers 


and stakeholders during 
a six-week consultation 
period in November last 
year. First Cymru staff 
tested the suggested 
route change with X2 
customers and an online 
questionnaire was 
promoted through its 
website, social media 
channels and the press. 

Marie Cronin, 
operations manager for 
First Cymru East who 
managed the consul¬ 
tation, said: “The X2 
service is close to my 
heart as I spent many 
years on that service 
as a driver. The survey 
results clearly showed 
that customers thought 
the Cardiff part of the 
journey takes too long, 
and punctuality was 
one of the most cited 
issues.” 

The frequency of 
the X2 Clipper service 
remains unchanged.

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South Wales Police needs to save £7 million this year 


SOUTH Wales Police has confirmed it 
needs to save more than £7m this finan¬ 
cial year. 

The force has revealed it has a budget gap of 
£7.2m in 2019-20, having already cut £51m from 
its budgets since 2012. 

In January, a 10 per cent rise in the South Wales 
Police precept for taxpayers in Bridgend, Cardiff, 
Merthyr Tydfil, Neath Port Talbot, Rhondda 
Cynon Taf, Swansea and the Vale of Glamorgan 
went ahead, despite the police and crime panel not 
giving its backing to the hike. 

To achieve a ‘standstill’ budget this year, the 
force needed a £26.5m increase in core funding but 
it has fallen £7.2m short of that. 

The Police and Crime Commissioner for South 
Wales, Alun Michael has tried to dispel myths that 
core funding has increased, saying the burden is 
being passed on to taxpayers. 

He said that in reality, core police funding is 
being cut despite claims from the Home Office that 
it is increasing, with one-off money for specific 
issues such as organised crime and counter-terror¬ 
ism, but no new core funding. 

Mr Michael said: “There has been a suggestion 
that there has been a massive increase [in core

trig points... 


THE stunning 
spring weather over 
Easter made for 
some great walk¬ 
ing and on Easter 
Saturday, Geraint 
from Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
played host to a 
group of 18 walkers 
and Biddy the dog 
on a linear walk 
from Rhoose to 
Llantwit Major. 

Heading along the 
Wales Coast Path and 
through Fontygary 
Leisure Park, steps led 
them down to the salt 
lagoons and over the 
sea defence wall into 
Pleasant Harbour with 
its pretty lake to view 
the remnants of the old 
Limeworks constructed 
in 1888. 

Following morn¬ 
ing break on the sea 
wall above The Leys 
they circumnavigated 
Aberthaw Power Station 
on a concrete pathway 
continuing past fields of 
yellow rapeseed to arrive 
at Summerhouse Point. 

As the heat rose under 
a clear blue sky and with 
barely a ripple on the 
Bristol Channel, they 
walked beside ploughed 
fields before stopping 
for lunch at Stout Point, 
with its views westwards 
towards St Donats and 
the top half of Nash Point 
lighthouse. 

The Wales Coast Path 
led them onwards for 
the descent to the busy 
Llantwit Major beach 
and after a cooling ice 
cream they clambered 
up ste,ps walking above 
the pretty Cwm Col-huw 
with its herd of cows. 
Entering the outskirts 
of Llantwit Major, they 
headed past the old dove¬ 
cote and rapidly followed 
pavements back to the 
station in order to catch 
the train back to Rhoose. 

Eleven walkers 
trooped out on Easter 
Monday to join Robin 
and spaniel Pepper for 
the trip via narrow lanes 


to the car park below Hay 
Bluff, which was already 
filling up with people 
eager to climb to the trig 
point at 677m. 

Following their climb, 
they made a stop for 
morning break, before 
continuing along the 
escarpment where a 
steep descent brought 
them to the Gospel 
Pass that was originally 
an ancient route from 
Abergavenny through 
the Black Mountains to 
Hay-on-Wye. 

Another climb awaited 
them up onto the sum¬ 
mit of Twmpa or Lord 
Hereford’s Knob at 690m 
with its grand views 
before a slight descent to 
Rhos Dirion. 

After a pause at the 
trig point, they turned 
south and stopped for 
lunch with good views 
of Mynydd Troed and 
Mynydd Llangorse and 
away in the distance, the 
proud familiar shape of 
Pen y Fan in the Brecon 
Beacons. 

Regaining energy they 
set off on their next climb 
to Pen y Manllwyn then 
westwards to Y Grib, 
which is affectionately 
known as the Dragon’s 
Back because of its shape 
when viewed from a dis¬ 
tance.

funding].” 

“The fact of the matter is there has been a 
reduction in the Home Office contribution to the 
police grant.” 

He said it has forced them to increase their take 
from the precept and that there has been a “shift of 
responsibility” to the public. 

He added: “Some of the additional money is 
there for additional burdens. We have got to meet 
the costs of the pensions black hole. They are 
giving us money to meet a debt that they have 
created.” 

Some of the areas of concern he and the chief 
finance officer highlighted in their latest finance 
report for the police and crime panel included how 
they will meet the cost of a new police officer 
training scheme, that there are no extra funds 
for pay awards and that police pension costs are 
being passed on to local budgets, when they were 
previously covered by the Treasury. 

The latest figures also showed that South Wales’ 
Police and Crime Commissioner’s team generated 
more income than any other in England and Wales 
last year. 

Figures for 2018-19 show the team generated 
£6.67m in income, which is above the £1.61m

average for all commissioners. 

This money comes from sources such as the 
Police Innovation Fund, which is there to fund new 
ways of preventing both harm and demand, such 
as the work on Adverse Childhood Experiences 
(ACEs), which has proved successful in Maesteg. 

The figures also show that the South Wales 
Police and Crime Commissioner team got the most 
in government grants with £5.08 million awarded, 
well above the £1.38 million average for all 
commissioners. 

But despite being the highest income generator, 
leading to them having significant projects to 


manage, the commissioner’s staffing complement 
is only at the average of all 43 PCCs and the com¬ 
missioner’s budget, as a percentage of net funding, 
is only marginally higher than the average. 

Mr Michael said: “It has become clear that a 
lot of money has been taken out to fund serious 
violence activity. 

“It is understandable but it does undermine the 
whole concept of the police transformation fund. It 
is a significant sum of money.”
